It is said, by those who know nothing of trade ex- 
cept from theory, that it is necessary for the safety 
of the creditor that he should know whether the in- 
dividual to whom he trusts his goods or money 
is perfectly unembarrassed. Suppose that argu- 
ment to be true, although England managed 
to establish a world-wide commerce, and te found a 
universal credit system long before these disinterested 
purveyors to a morbid curiosity were dreamt of 
still, we say, that if A is requested to give credit to 
B, he can know all his pecuniary liabilities on the 
payment of one shilling at the proper office. The 
creditor has no right to know the private means of 
C, D. E, F. &c., &c., because he lends to B. or is about 
to entrust his money to him? Five minutes time 
and one shilling outlay will give the most accurate, 
and, at the same time, official information respecting 
any individual seeking for credit. What more can 
be desired ? 

But if theorists, whose comfortable sinecures place 
them outside the necessity of debt and the shame of 
publication of it, insist that the names of all who 
have given any security by which their property is 
engaged should be published to the world, let it be 
so; but let it be done by official authority. Let it 
be done by some person under the Crown, accountable 
for his acts, and punishable if he states a falsehood. 
Let us not depend for the accuracy of our informa- 
tion upon honest gentlemen who dare not 
attach the printer's name to their publications. 
Let us not havea band of spies who offer to the

That, however, would not suit the dema- 
gogue’s end, so he appesls from the tribunal 
inside to the mob outside the sacred portals, Perhaps 
the fact that what occurred within that passage has 
something privileged about it which the etiquette of the 
House never allows members to make public flashes 
across the mind of the member for Birmingham. Be 
that as it may, he does not affix his signature to the 
note, but conceals himself ander the dignified title of the 
letters M. F., as he makes his stab in the dark.

“ The Berlin Cabinet have addressed another circular 
despatch to the minor Governments ot Germany to warn 
them against the consequences of rejecting the proposal 
of an equal division of the German forces between 
Austria and Prussia. The plan, as I have had frequent 
occasion to repeat, was brought forward by the latter 
upon the termination of the Italian war, and, it is self- 
evident, must have been dictated in a spirit of perfeet 
fairness to the former. Indeed, itis go fair thet nothing 
but a sense of imminent danger could have prompted 
the Prince Kegent to reduce his former claim to the 
command of all German troops to the standard of this 
present proposal. As the minor Sovereigns are, how- 
ever, determined to reject any proposal in this direc- 
tion, the Prussian Government have now found it neces- 
sary to inform thew of the unavoidable results attendant 
upon their behaviour. In the plainest terms Freiherr 
von Schleinitz states the resolution of Prussia to be in 
no case and in no emergency whatever to subject her 
troops to the command of a general elected by the 
Federal Diet, or, what is tantamount to the same thing, 
iu every case and in every emergency to lead her t 
to the battle-field without taking the advice or obeying 
the directions of the minor princes.”

MILITIA IN IRELAND. 


Colonel DICKSON called the attention of the Secretary 
of State for War to the hardship and inconvenience expe- 
rienced by militia officers called out for training in Íre: 
land, in places where there was no barrack accommodation, 
in not receiving lodging money where the troops were 
billeted. ‘The result was that they had the worst kind of ac- 
commodation, for which they were obliged to pay extravagant 
sums to the innkeepers. No good effect was obtained from 
training of this sort. The men were billeted apart 
from the officers, whose coutrol over them was thereby 
impaired, Great sums wese spent on the militia, but there 
it was, at the present moment, in no better condition than 
when it was remodelled seven years ago. By a return, dates 
March 6, 1860, he found that the actual strength of the embodied 
regiments was on the whole 25,740, while their strength ought 
to be, according to the eetablishmenta, 82.523. 1 bus there 
was a deficiency in the force of about one-third, With regard 
to disembodied regiments, the number of men present at the
